New Orleans Fire 


“In my own, weak way, 
I prayed to be calm,” 

These are the words of 
Clyde M, Farris, of Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, son of 
Mr. and Mrs, A, M, Far- 
ris, of Elba, and brother 
of |. A. Farris, also of 
Elba, 

Farris was in room 419 
of the Hilton Inn Motel 
when the Delta Airlines 
jet struck the motel and 
left 19 persons dead on 
April 6th. 

He was in the room 
next to the one in which 
several high school girls 
‘on a vacation were later 
found in a shower with 
the water running but 
burned to death. 

He feels deep concern 
that he might have reached 
the girls in the room next 
to his, “‘but if they were 
still in the shower of the 
room I entered first, I 
didn’t hear them, Al] 


screaming and voices had 
stopped by then,’’ he ex- 
plains, “‘It’s still in my 
mind I might have helped 


them, but I didn’t hear any~ 
thing.” 
The attending phy- 


sicians say his foresight 
is a lesson in behavior for 
anyone facing serious dan- 
ger. Farris is under treat- 
ment for a badly burned 
left hand and his left ear 
and cheek are burned, as 
well as his chin and lower 
portion of right cheek. He 
was asleep at the time of 
the crash, 

Farris travels for 
Wyeth Laboratories and his 
automobile, parked near 
the crash, was demolished. 


Mr. and Mrs, Farris 
have two daughters, Salita 
Ann, a student at LSU, and 


Synthia Lynn, age 15, who 
attends St. Joseph’s 
Academy.

bama G, I, Bill. This act 
is not to be confused with 
any federal benefits which 
are administered by the 
U, S. Veterans Administra- 
tion, 

Walter C, Head, Jr., 
director of the Alabama 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs which administers 
the Alabama law, said 
“Several changes to the 
act were made by the Ala- 
bama Legislature in 1966 
which created new entitle- 
ment for those who may 
haye been denied benefits 
previously.” 

The act for many years 
has provided benefits for 
children of certain World 
War I, World War II and 
Korea disabled and de- 
ceased veterans, but an 
amendment tothe law added 
children of certain vet- 
erans who have had extra 
hazardous service after 
December 31, 1955.

PESTICIDE SAFETY

herbicide or insecticide in 
a soft drink bottle, The 
little girl drank some of 
this material and the doc- 
tors were not able to save 
her. I am mentioning this 
to point out the importance 
of keeping insecticides and 
herbicides away from chil- 
dren.

Cockroaches Can Be Controlled 


Regardless of what your 
landlord says, cockroaches 
can be controlled. It just 
takes a little time, money 
and effort. 

“Though sanitation pre- 
vents a rapid buildup of 
roaches,” says Roy Led- 
better, Auburn University 
entomologist, “‘a periodic 
application of insecticides 
is usually needed.” 

According to Ledbetter, 
many of the more common 
insecticides--DDT, chlor- 
dane, dieldrin and lindane 
-- are no longer effective 
against certain kinds of 
roaches. Some roaches, 
especially the German 
cockroach-- commonly 
known as the waterbugs-~ 
have developed a resis- 
tance to these chemicals, 

Ledbetter recommends 
Diazinon, DDVP, Korlan 
and malathion for the best 
control, when applied at 
the following rates, 

-- Diazinon, five table- 
spoons of 25 per cent 
emulsifiable per gallon of 
water. 

-- DDVP, 5 1/3 table- 
spoons of two pounds per 


gallon emulsifiable per 
gallon of water. 


Korlan, six table- 
spoons of 24 per cent emul- 
sifiable per gallon of water, 

-- Malathion, three 
tablespoons of 57 per cent 
premium grade emulsifi- 
able concentrate per gallon 
of water.
